Paroled slayer Lonnie Khans, 
is scheduled to plead Monday 
morning on a m urder charge 
in Marin Superior Court. 


Khans, 66-year-old sawmill 
worker from Booneville, Men­ 
docino County, is accused 6f 
strangling his g i r l friend to 
death last week at her Marin 
City apartm ent after an argu­ 
ment over money. The victim, 
Mrs. Mattie Cagler, 33, w as 
found dead last Saturday at 
House 152. 


Khans, who claims to be a 
Hindu, wears a towel turban 
around his nead. He was parol­ 
ed in 1953 from San Quentin 
after serving 12 years for fa­ 
tally shooting his wife and her 
sister in Oakland in 1941. He 
went by the name of Lonnie 
Conners then. 


The suspect says his real 
name is Khans, and Conners 
is just an English translation. 
He appeared this morning be­ 
fore Superior Judge N. Charles 
Brusatori, who appointed Pub­ 
lic Defender Leonard Thomas 
to defend him.

Mills, 121 Deer Hollow road, 
San Anselmo, operator of Clin­ 
ton’s cafeteria in San Francis­ 
co. Her home is at 108 The 
Alameda, San Anselmo. 
San Anselmo police reports 
indicate she was driving west 
on Sir Francis Drake boulevard 
when she fell asleep at about 


1:45 a. m. yesterday. 
Her car went out of control, 
went off the road, hit a power 
pole and street sign and then 
careened back onto the road, 
overturnning and coming to 
rest upside down in the west­ 
bound lane of Drake boulevard 
at Cordone avenue, near Drake 
High School.

Gen. Herbert Brownell 
Jr. was ready to seek the in­ 
junction in Federal Court in 
New York upon receipt of or­ 
ders from the White House. 
The injunction would halt 
the strike for 80 days while the 
International Longshoremen’s 
Union and the shipowners try 
to settle the dispute.

He said Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s order in­ 
voking Taft-Hartley procedures 
in connection with the Eastern 
waterfront strike could be ex­ 
panded to cover any West 
Coast walkout. 
“Our position,” St. Sure said, 
‘is that we have a contract un: 


til June, 1958, and that this 
contract has a no-strike clause 
and a clause for compulsory ar­ 
bitration of disputes.

Thanksgiving 
quiet on Pacific waterfronts, 
both sides closely watched de 
velopments on the East Coast. 
What effect a federal injunc 
tion in the East might have on 
tactics of Western longshore 
men was not known.

National Automotive Fibres, 
Inc., which used the abandon­ 
ed cannery for storage and as­ 
sembly purposes, estimated the 
loss at $250,000. Fire Chief 
Clifton Hebrard said the plant 
was insured. 
All six fire departments on 
the Monterey Peninsula fought 
the blaze unsuccessfully until 
a fireman clad in absestos en­ 
tered the structure and shut 
off a gas main. 
Cause of the fire was not 
determined. 
Also destroyed in the same 


building was Doc Wiley’s gym­ 
nasium. 
One wall of the adjacent 
Peninsula Packing Co. was de­ 
stroyed. 
Like a number of other can­ 
neries in the tightly packed 
waterfront row, the San Carlos 
building had not been used for 
fish canning for years. Cali­ 
fornia sardines, a small species 
of pickerel, almost disappeared 
after World War II. 
National Automotive Fibres 
makes upholstering for auto­ 
mobile door panels and had 
employed about 200 persons 
here. 
Among the books Steinbeck 
wrote about the area were 
“Cannery Row’’ and “Sweet 
Thursday.”

SAN FRANCISCO UFI — The 
Sixth Army has told reservists 
in eight Western states to 
“keep your personal affairs in 
order at all times” as a precau­ 
tion against “future emergen­ 
cies.” 


The Army denied the advice 
had any connection with the 
Middle East crisis. 
Lt. Gen. Robert N. Young, 
6th Army commander, said reg­ 
ulations for recalling them had 
been revised and that “every 
effort to provide the maximum 
amount of time possible” would 
be given reservists to get 
things in order. 
But he warned that “the na­ 
ture of future emergencies is 
unpredictable.” 
Earlier regulations had giv­ 
en reservists 90 days notice in 
case of a call to active duty. 
Sixth Army covers Califor­ 
nia, Oregon, Washington, Ida­ 
ho, Montana, Utah, Nevada and 
Arizona. 


Strike Idles 
Bus Lines 
In Seattle 


SEATTLE (IP) — A transit 
strike tied up this city’s public 
transportation today as bus 
drivers walked out after a 
stalemate in wage negotiations. 
The strike came at 2 a.m. 
(PST), two hours after repre­ 
sentatives of Street Car Men’s 
Union Local 587 concluded a 
five-hour meeting with Mayor 
Gordon S. Clinton. 
Buses still on the streets will 
be allowed to complete their 
runs but no buses will go out 
on their usual runs today, a 
union spokesman said. 
The strike affects approxi­ 
mately 1,500 employees, in­ 
cluding drivers and other em­ 
ployees, and tied up the 512 
buses of the Seattle Transit 
System. Buses are the city’s 
only method of public trans­ 
portation. 
Originally, the union asked a 
20-cent hourly wage increase 
but later pared that to an 18- 
cent hourly raise. The Seattle 
Transit Commission first of­ 
fered a four-cent hourly “cost- 
of-living” raise and later in­ 
creased its offer to six cents an 
hour. 
However, that offer was re­ 
jected by the union as “unreal­ 
istic.” 
The commission asserted its 
offer would maintain Seattle 
transit operators as the high­ 
est paid in the nation and 
would avoid a fare increase. It 
maintained the union’s de­ 
mands would bring about a 
substantial fare increase. 


ERIE, Pa. (JPi—A freak snow­ 
storm which at times was ac­ 
companied by lightning and 
thunder paralyzed this city of 
130,000 on the shore of Lake 
Erie today. 
The storm, moving in from 
the lake, extended about 50 
miles west into Ohio and all 
along the east shoreline to Buf­ 
falo, N. Y. 


ROADS CLOSED

isolated. Two main 
Buffalo-Cleveland traffic routes 
were plugged tight by drifts 
up to seven feet. 
At 12:30 a.m. today the wea­ 
ther bureau at Erie Airport— 
where all flights had been long 
canceled—said 
the 
snowfall 
had reached 22 inches. 
Hundreds of motorists were 
trapped by the sudden storm, 
which began early Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day. 


H EL P STRANGERS 
Farmers, motel and hotel op­ 
erators, restaurants—and many 
housewives — opened t h e i r 
doors to strangers and fed and 
sheltered them. 
State police abandoned their 
family dinners and rushed to 
emergency duty. They check­ 
ed auto after auto to see that 
no one tried to sit out the 
storm.

would fall below the 110 traf­ 
fic deaths for a non-holiday 
Thursday at this time of year. 


TOLL OF 158 
The United Press count for 
that period showed at least 126 
persons were killed in traffic 
accidents. Ten persons died in 
fires, two in a plane crash and 
20 from miscellaneous causes 
for an over-all holiday death 
toll of 158. 
Michigan and Pennsylvania 
led the highway slaughter, with 
13 traffic deaths each. Illinois 
reported 11 auto deaths, New 
York 10, Ohio 9, California 8, 
and Georgia 7. 


WORST ACCIDENT 
The worst single accident oc­ 
curred on U.S. 36 west of 
Springfield, 111., where five 
members of one family died in 
a head-on collision. 
Icy and snow-packed high­ 
ways in some sections of the 
nation had been expected by 
safety experts to curb the fa­ 
tality toll by forcing motorists 
to exercise extreme caution.

NEW YORK (*) — A high 
school in San Francisco h as 
quit printing “tally cards” for 
school dances because the same 
boy and girl dance together all 
evening. 
A 12-year-old boy in Madi­ 
son, Wis., wants a ring or iden­ 
tification bracelet for Christ­ 
mas in case he should need to 
give it to a “steady” girl. 
Fifty per cent of the girls in 
Denver “go steady” sometime 
during their four years in high 
school. 
A Boston high school has 
tried to impose a ban on go­ 
ing steady because it “can 
lead to sin . . . and forced 
marriage.” 
Atlanta has youths of 13 and 
14 on steady dates. Oklahoma 
City reports it is a big thing 
there. 
The United Press took a sur­ 
vey of a dozen cities across the 
nation and found a definite 
trend among American youth, 
barely in their teens, to pair 
off and exclude all other dates. 
Gone are the days of the stag 
line at the dance. No longer 
does a girl measure her social 
success by the number of dif­ 
ferent boys she can date. Now 
the trick is to latch onto one 
lad. 
One theme running thruogh 
all the reports was that go­ 
ing steady is most prevalent 
in junior high 
school — 
among those in the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades — 
and in the first year or two 
of high school. After that it 
slacks off, and the teen-agers 
begin “playing the field.” 
Another common denomina­ 


tor was the feeling that going 
steady is a result of feelings 
of insecurity. The explanation 
was that the girls, particularly, 
want to be sure of a date on 
Saturday nights and at set so­ 
cial events. 
Here are some of the obser­ 
vations: 


San Francisco—R. H. Leh­ 
man, principal of Balboa 
High School, blames it on 
laziness. “It’s cheaper both 
in dollars and energy for a 
boy to go with the same girl 
regularly 
because 
she 
is 
more 
considerate 
on 
his 
pocketbook and neither has 
to worry about making a 
date.” Mrs. Gladys Lorfgan, 
dean of girls at Lowell High, 
says girls want “date securi­ 
ty” and adds that boys blame 
the girls for the custom. 


Miami—Miss Eugenia How­ 
ard, dean of girls at Miami 
High, says going steady is pr> 
minent among students in the 
eighth and ninth grades, then 
decreases. “It gives t h e m a 
feeling of adulthood,” she says. 
Dallas—C. C. Miller, prin­ 
cipal of Sunset High, says many 
of those who go steady seem 
to have an understanding that 
they will break off when they 
go to college. 
Boston—School Supt. Dennis 
C. Haley: “Steady dating often 
leads to serious trouble, inter­ 
feres with good school w o r k 
and robs teen-agers of the finer 


experiences of growing up.” 
Madison — Mrs. R o b e r t 
Pankow, president of the 
PTA 
Council, says going 
steady is definitely increas­ 
ing 
among younger high 
school s t u d e n t s b u t de­ 
creases sharply around the 
junior year. “But I think the 
term going steady means less 
to them than we think.” 
Kansas City—One place that 
reported a trend away from 
going steady. A school official 
their said the problem was to 
get boys to ask girls for dates 
at all. 
Oklahoma City — The term 
does not mean what it seems. 
One girl went steady with 13 
boys in one semester. 
Atlanta—Steady dates at 13 
and 14. At dances, boys dance 
with the ’ same girl all eve­ 
ning and are “burned up” if 
someone cuts in. A few years 
back, if a girl danced more 
than one dance with a parti­ 
cular boy, she was “stuck.”

Pouring Into Austria 


V IENNA (IP) — Hungarians 
fleeing Soviet terror and the 


i threat of Siberian concentra­ 
tion camps poured into Aus­ 
tria in ever increasing ifUmbers 
today and the Austrian govern­ 
ment appealed to the world for 
help. 


From 6,000 to 8,000 refu­ 
gees were crossing the border 
each night, taking the facili­ 
ties 
of 
the 
refugees-packed 
nation to feed and house them 
in near zero weather. There 
was no sign the flow would 
end. 
The 
Russians 
were doing 
everything 
possible 
to 
stop 
them but the Hungarians were 
braving 
Soviet 
bullets 
and 
freezing weather in their break 
for freedom. Many slumped to 
the ground suffering from cold 
and frostbite, their faces pinch­ 
ed with hunger. 
Some had splashed through 
the icy border canals and their 
clothes had to be chopped from 
them.

walked all the way from Buda­ 
pest on frostbitten feet, each 
step toward freedom bringing 
excruciating pain. Many were 
drowned, some were frozen to 
death. 
Great airlifts were flying re­ 
fugees to friendly countries 
throughout the world, but the 
need was for trains to take the 
thousands to nations better pre­ 
pared to handle their needs. 
Bruno Kreisky, undersecre­

Shakeup In Russian 


Hierarchy Likely 


WASHINGTON (W—1The So­ 
viet Union is engaged in a for­ 
eign policy 
reappraisal that 
could mean trouble for some of 
the top Kremlin command, dip­ 
lomatic officials said today. 


The heart of the Kremlin’s 
problem is Soviet policy toward 
the restive satellites. 
Various signs of the reap­ 
praisal are seen in the recent 
disorders in Hungary where 
Russian troops were used on 
a mammoth scale, the Moscow 
negotiations with Polish offi- 


cials, and new wrangles with 
Yugoslavia over satellite policy. 
Diplomats said the crisis in 
the 
satellites 
may 
mean 
a 
shakeup in the Soviet hier­ 
archy in the near future. 


The Stalinist wing of the 
hierarchy, which advocates a 
return to tougher satellite pol­ 
icies, is led by former Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov. 
Nikita Khrushchev and Ni­ 
kolai 
Bulganin 
brought 
the 
more liberal policies into ef­ 
fect. 


The strike call had little ef­ 
fect on the labor situation since 
a majority of Hungarian work­ 
ers already were on strike. 
They are making a last-ditch ef­ 
fort to win concessions from 
the government in the face of 
Soviet guns and food and fuel 
shortages.

SACRAMENTO * (IP)—Luther 
H. Lincoln (R-Oakland) has a 
narrow lead over Ernest R. 
Geddes (R-Claremont) in his 
bid for a new term as speaker 
of the Assembly, a United 
Press tabulation showed this 
week. 
Lincoln forces claimed 34 
members of the lower house 
have agreed to back their can­ 
didate while 29 members are 
pledged or promised to the 
Geddes faction. A total of 41 
votes is needed to elect the 
speaker. 
Lincoln was elected to the 
post of speaker in the 1955 
session. The new speaker will 
be elected when the Legisla­ 
ture convenes Jan. 7. 
In the Senate, where Sen. 
Ben Hulse (R-El Centro) is re­ 
tiring as president pro tem­ 
pore, Sen. Hugh Burns (D-Fres- 
no) has a long lead over all 
other candidates, a check of 
Senate members showed. 
Burns’ forces claimed they 
have 22 votes lined up for 
Burns, one more than the ne­ 
cessary majority. 
At least two Republicans, 


During the years-long battle 
to secure redevelopment of 
Marin City, much was said of 
school taxes. Would the Sau- 
salito School District, which 
includes Marin City, be pau­ 
perized by partial removal of 
federal school aid, or would the 
Redeveloped project pay its 
own way? 
An investigation of the dif­ 
ficult finances involved reveals 
that the school district will gain 
in dollars and cents rather 
than lose its shirt. 
Under normal circumstan­ 
ces—that is, with Marin City 
owned by the federal govern­ 
ment as it was until last year— 
the school district received 
some $50,000 from Public Law 
874 and from payments made 
in the place of taxes which 
would be paid if Marin City 
homes were on the county tax 
rolls. 
Public Law 874 provides that

the federal government wi l l 
pay to school district a certain 
sum for children whose par­ 
ents live on federal property 
and/or work for the federal 
government. 
Anticipated this year by the 
Sausalito 
School 
District 
is 
$33,218 from Public Law 874 
and $16,934 from in lieu tax 
payments. 
Skeptics of Marin City re­ 
development, whatever their 
motives, have feared a drop in 
this $50,152 total — a drop 
bringing serious consequences 
to the school program. Income 
from PL 874 would remain the 
same, of course, but with only 
300 rentals units (authorized 
by Marin voters in a Nov. 6 ref­ 
erendum) in lieu payments 
would 
presumably 
drop 
to 
about $3,168. 
Thus, the skeptics say, the 
school district’s income would 
be down nearly $14,000—to 
$36,386. 
Were it not for an agreement 
between the County Redevel­ 
opment Agency and the board 
of supervisors, this probably 
would occur. However, the re 
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development, agency assures 
the county that it will make 
up any shortage in lieu pay- 
bents during the time homes 
are being built and much of 
Marin City is not on the tax 
rolls. 
When the community is com­ 
pletely redeveloped, there will 
be some 350-400 homes with 
an average value around $10,- 
500-$ll,000. 
Taxes 
accruing 
to the Sausalito School District 
from 350 momes at $10,500 
each would total $12,311—pto- 
viding the county auditor as­ 
sesses on the basis of 25 per 
cent of total value, as he’s now 
doing. 
Add the $12,311 to the $36.- 
386 received from the federal 
government and you have a to­ 
tal income from Marin City to 
the Sausalito School District of 


$48,697. 
That’s 
only 
about 
$1,500 short of what the dis­ 
trict expects to receive this 
year. 
And if the auditor as­ 
sesses on the basis of 37 per 
cent—a change seen as likely 
by next February—total Sau­ 
salito School District income 
from Marin City would be 
$54,607. 
The preceding figures tell 
only part of the story, however. 
Under a master plan being 
drawn by the county planning 
commission, a broad commer­ 
cial district will be built to 
support Marin City residential 
districts; and though no pre­ 
cise figures are available, in­ 
come from this commercial de­ 
velopment will boost the school 
district’s wealth and budget po­ 
tential far above its present 
limits.

Space Travel Soon? 
STUTTGART, Germany (fl)— 
A German space research 
scientist predicted 
yesterday 
that interplanetary travel will 
be possible for many by the 
year 2000. 
Dr. Eugen Saegner told the 
opening session of the eighth 
convention of the German So­ 
ciety for Space Research that 
in about 
four decades man- 
manned rockets, driven by nu­ 
clear pow er would rove 
through space at an average 
of 60,000 miles per second, 
Saegner visualized a num­ 
ber of space stations, to be es­ 
tablished fo r interplanetary 
trips which would be “publicly 
accessible.”

It hinted he is seek­ 
ing to take over its leadership 
from the Soviet Union. 
In a 6,000-word editorial that 
ran across three of its six 
pages, the Soviet party news­ 
paper attacked Tito’s Nov. 11 
speech at Pula in which he 
sharply criticized Soviet pol­ 
icy in Hungary and Eastern 
Europe. 
But the relatively friendly 
tone of the editorial indicated 
that no break between Russia 
and Yugoslavia was imminent.

ced today he would withdraw 
one battalion of British troops 
“almost 
immediately,” 
but 
Egypt 
hinted 
it 
considered 
Britain and France finished as 
major powers in the Middle 
East. 
The 
Egyptian 
government 
newspapers 
Ay 
Gomhouriva 
said today in Cairo it would 
guarantee freedom of naviga­ 
tion through the Suez Canal to 
all nations except Britain and 
France. 
However, it did not 
threaten to bar them from the 
waterway. 
“ Anglo-French aggression 
has put an end to the Suez 
Canal problem as far as the 
two nations are concerned,” 
it said, “ but Egypt is pre­ 
pared to give all guarantees 
to the rest of the world re­ 
garding freedom and naviga­ 
tion” of the canal. 
“Egypt from today will never 
recognize Britain and France 
as two major powers,” the ja-! 
per said. 
Gen. Sir Charles Keightley, 
former British commander in i 
the Suez Canal Zone and now 
commander-in-chief of the An-1 
glo-French invasion force, flew ‘ 
to Port, Said from his head­ 
quarters on Cyprus and an­ 
nounced the withdrawal of the 
British battalion. 
He 
said 
one 
battalion 


would be withdrawn “ almost 
immediately” 
i n 
keeping 
with the pledge made to the 
United Nations by British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Selwyn 
Lloyd. He promised to with­ 
draw other forces “ as fast as 
U.N. troops arrive.” 


Egypt already has rejected 
Anglo-French plans for a grad­ 
ual withdrawal, and said if 
they did not get out at once 
they faced the possibility of 
provoking a third world war. 


Egypt was backed by 
an 
Afro-Asian resolution in 
the 
United Nations calling for im­ 
mediate withdrawal. 


But 
both 
Britain 
and 
France were reported to fear 
their withdrawal now would 
delay for many months the 
reopening of the Suez Canal, 
whose blocking by sunken 
ships already has produced 


an oil shortage in Europe 
and cut into the economy of 
many nations. 
Egypt announced plans to 
begin clearing the canal im­ 
mediately after 
the 
Anglo- 
French forces withdraw. 
Wing Cmdr. Abdel Boghdadi, 
minister of rural affairs, was 
given the mammoth reconstruc­ 
tion job. 
Egyptian sources said they 
expected reconstruction of the 
Port Said area to be completed 
60 days after the Anglo-French 
withdrawal. Other sources have 
estimated the job may take as 
much as a year. 
The United Nations was ex­ 
pected to give overwhelming 
approval to an American reso­ 
lution promising full backing 
to the U.N. police force, and 
giving the U.N. secretary gen­ 
eral sweeping power to keep 
the force in Egypt.

Too Bad 
She's Bad'- 
It's Good 


About ‘Too Bad She’s Bad,” 
in Italian comedy now at the 
Lark Theater in Larkspur. 
It’s a tale about an amoral 
girl (Sophia Loren) and her 
jaunty father (Vittorio De Sica) 
w ho live happily as p e t t y 
thieves. 
The chief attractions of the 
film are Miss Loren, who is 
considered 
more 
voluptuous 
than Gina Lollobrigida in some 
circles; the talented De Sica, 
and the turbulence and color 
of Rowe. 
Miss Loren is doing q u i t e 
well in her evil ways until she 
tries to make off with a cab 
belonging to Roberto Mastroi- 
anni. This is how it’s done: 
With a couple of boy friends, 
she directs him to take her to 
the beach. On the way, sh e 
breathes heavily d o w n hi s 
neck, crooning “Bongo, Bongo, 
Bongo” (it can be done). 
At the shore, he waits while 
she takes a swim. Sophia gets 
behind a bush to undress. Ro­ 
berto and the camera stare. 
Indeed, a sight to move weaker 
men. Next thing y o u know, 
they’re 
frolicking. 
Roberto’s 
blood pressure mounts—until 
he hears his emergency horn 
sound: 
Sophia’s 
companions 
are trying to take off with his 
vehicle. 
Thus the job is foiled and 
Roberto becomes involved with 
Sophia, whose “Bongo, Bongo, 
Bongo” he cannot resist. He is 
helpless before her imagina­ 
tive lies—“all So logical,” says 
her father. 
Written by novelist Albert 
Moravia, “To Bad She’s Bad” 
is frequently contagious in its 
humor and never takes the 
matter of crime seriously. Es­ 
sentially, it’s tolerant Italian 
spoof of the great game of cops 
and robbers, with police com­ 
ing off second best. 
Miss Loren displays a good 
flair for comedy before she de­ 
cides she can settle down and 
be happy with a man who, of 
all things, works for a living. 
The Lark Theater film does 
not have English voices dub­ 
bed in. But the subtitles are 
good, although it’s sometimes 
difficult to tear yourself away 
from Miss Loren’s 38-24-38 tor­ 
so.

a young singer named Elvis 
Presley

imagination of a portion of the 
American public. He causes 
young ladies to swoon, older 
women to writb letters to the 
editor in his defense, and some 
people to comment on the im­ 
minent collapse of the pub­ 
lic morals. 


We are concerned here, how­ 
ever, with a new 20th Century- 
Fox 
film 
(in 
CinemaScope) 
titled “Love Me Tender,” in 
which this young man makes 
his movie debut. It is now at 
the Tamalpais Theater in San 
Anselmo. 


Briefly, this is an action 
drama, set in the period im­ 
mediately after the Civil War 
and concerns the four Reno 
b r o t h e r s : 
Vance (Richard 
Egan), Brett (William Camp­ 
bell), Ray (James Drury) and 
Clint (Presley). The first three 
had gone off to war, on the 
Confederate side; Clint stayed 
behind because he was too 
young and wound up marry­ 
ing Vance’s girl (Debra Paget.)

One of the highlights of the 
production is a picnic scene in 
which young Presley entertains 
by playing his guitar and sing­ 
ing four ballads, the title song 
among them. 
Now for a few verdicts, as 
unbiased as possible: 
1. For the most part, Presley 
makes a good screen appear­ 
ance, even if he can’t act; and 
let’s face it, he wasn’t hired to 
act. 
2. Richard Egan, the most 
polished member of the cast, 
turns in a highly satisfactory 
performance. 
3. “Love Me Tender” is a 
good action drama, even with­ 
out Presley; what he does is 
add his songs and these, as 
we’ve noted, have an appeal 
for many people. 
IN SHORT: Presley prob­ 
ably will put 20th Century- 
Fox in the profit side for

Ernie which asks quieting of 
title to a strip of property nine- 
tenths of a foot wide and 140 
feet long, on part of which the 
parsonage encroaches and on 
the remainder of which a side­ 
walk and fence were built. 
Parsonage, sidewalk and fence 
date back to 1926, he said, and 
encroach on the Ernie proper­ 


ty because of a surveyor’s er­ 
ror made at the time or earlier. 


A witness who testified on 
behalf of the church was Mrs. 
D. Vossbrink, who was an ori­ 
ginal member of St. Matthew’s

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Dumas, Two Weightlifters Win Gold Medals Fo.r U.S. 


Yanks Make Spectacular 


Performances In Games 


By LEO H. PETERSEN 


MELBOURNE (U.R)—High jumper Charley Dumas 
and weight lifters Chuck Vinci and Isaac Berger gave 
the United States its first three gold medals of the 1956 
Olympic Games today during a spectacular display mark­ 
ed by the shattering of world or Olympic records in all 
five events up for decision. 
Dumas, the lanky Los Angeles Negro who is the 
first man ever to high jump more than seven feet, set a 
Olympic mark when he 
new 
slithered over the cross bar at 
six feet, HVi inches in the 
gathering darkness of the af­ 
ternoon events at the Mel­ 
bourne Cricket Grounds. 
Earlier in the day, Vinci, the 
little 123-pound bundle of mus­ 
cle from York, Pa., had out- 
lifted the world's best bantan- 
weight strong men, including 
the Russian who had been fav­ 
ored to win the crown. Berger, 
20, 
Israel-born 
Brooklynite, 
climaxed an auspicious Ameri­ 
can day by winning the feath­ 
erweight title with a world rec­ 
ord performance in the evening 
program. 
It was a record shattering 
spree that indicated this Olym­ 
piad will produce the greatest 
number of new marks in the 
history of the classic. 
The other two gold medals 
fell to Vladimir Kuts, the stur­ 
dy Russian sailor, who bagged 
the 10,000-meters run in the 
new Olympic time of 28 min­ 
utes, 45.6 
seconds, 
and 
to 
shapely 
Olga 
Fikotova 
of 
Czechoslovakia, who joined the 
record-setting parade with a 
toss of 176 feet, 1% inches in 
the women’s discus. 
In the weight-lifting hall, 
Vinci set three new Olympic 
marks en route to his bantam­ 
weight crown. And as darkness 
descended over the vast Mel­ 
bourne Cricket Club Stadium 
Dumas climaxed the day by 
slithering over the cross bar 
at six feet, llVi inches. It was 
a full three inches better than 
the Olympic record set by Walt 
Davis of the United States in 
the 1952 games at Helsinki. 


Except for a surprise de­ 
feat of Yale's eight-oared 
crew, an upset that injures 
but doesn’t eliminate Ameri­ 
ca’s chances in that event, 
the first full day of Olympic 
competition was a spectacu­ 
lar success for the Yanks. 


Sprinters Ira Murchison of 
Chicago and Bobby Morrow of 
Harlingen, Tex., tied the Olym­ 
pic 100-meter dash record of 
10.3 seconds as they qualified 
for the semi-finals along with 
Thane Baker of Elkhart, Kan. 
In addition, all three U.S. 
400-meter hurdlers won qual­ 
ifying heats, all three 800-me­ 
ter runners qualified for the 
semifinals, 
American 
crews 
won heats in seven different 
rowing classes, 
and George 
Lambert of Sioux City, Iowa, 
shot into a surprise lead in the 
modem pentathlon by win­ 
ning the cross country riding 
phase. 
Dumas, a 19-year-old student 
at Compton Junior College and 
the only man in the world who 


has cleared seven feet, had to 
make 14 leaps to sweep the 
high jump crown from Chilla 
Porter of Australia. Porter fin­ 
ished second at six feet, 10% 
inches and Igor Kachkarov of 
Russia was third at six feet, 
97/s inches—also better than 
the old Olympic mark. 
With the pressure mounting 
in the darkness, Dumas clear­ 
ed six feet, 11V4 inches on his 
third try of the last round. He 
later made one crack at seven 
feet, hoping for an even better 
Olympic record, but after one 
failure, he gave it up. 
Kuts gave Russia its first 
track victory ever in Olympic 
competition as he came flying 
down the red cinder track and 
bettered by 31.4 seconds the 
record chalked up in 1952 by 
the fabulous Czech, Emil Zá­ 
topek. 
As the fair-haired Russian 
thrashed through the last of 
25 laps he looked like an­ 
other Zátopek with his face 
contorted, 
arms 
and 
legs 
working like a machine. 
Josef Kovacs of Hungary was 
a surprise second in 28:52.4 
and Allen Lawrence of Austra­ 
lia was third in 28:53.6. All 
surpassed Zatopek’s mark of 
29:17 set at Helsinki. Kovacs 
and Lawrence closed fast to 
pass 
Britain’s 
unpredictable 
Gordon Pirie, who faded badly 
after making it a two-man race 
with Kuts for most of the 
grind. 
The first three finishers in 
the women’s discus, led by the 
comely Czech medical student, 
all broke the 
old Olympic 
mark of 168 feet, 8% inches 
set four years ago by Russia’s 
Nina. Ponomareva who finish­ 
ed third today though she bet­ 
tered her own record. 
Irina Begiakova of Russia 
was second and Earlene Brown, 
225-pound Los Angeles house­ 
wife 
and 
mother, 
finished

Yesterday we filled up on turkey and Monday we 
may be eating crow, but here goes on this week's Big 
Game football predictions (record to date: 74 right, 36 
wrong, 3 ties): 
Stanford 27, Cal 
14—The 
Bears will be high to make 
Pappy Waldorf’s exit a winning 
one and should give the In­ 
juns a run for their wampum, 
but Brodie’s passing will pre­ 
vail in the end. 
Others: 
Washington 
State 
over Washington by 1; UCLA 
over USC by 7 and the Eagles 
over the 49ers by 7. 
Here are some sidebars on 
Big Game history: 
Going into the 59th meeting 
Cal and Stanford stand dead­ 
locked in the win-loss depart­ 
ment with 24 victories apiece 
with 10 games ending in ties. 
However, Cal enjoys a 696-646 
lead in total points scored. 
Only once In the 64-year 
history of this classic has 
Cal led Stanford in the vic­ 
tory column. Cal’s 28-20 win 
In 1954 gave the Bears a 
temporary 24-23 overall lead, 
but the Indians knotted the 
count again with their 19-0 
victory last year. 
Stanford’s victory last year 
ended the longest win streak in 
Big Game history. From 1947 
until last year Stanford went 
winless. Six ended in Cal vic­ 
tories and two ended in ties. 
Cal Coach Waldorf will be 
putting his outstanding Big 
Game record on the line for the 
last time. Until last year Pap­ 
py had never tasted defeat at 
the hands of Cal’s traditional 
rival. He went through more 
Big Games without having a 
defeat on his record than any 
other coach. 


when he takes his place on the 
Bear bench. 
This will mark the first time 
that a former player and coach 
for one team has appeared as 
a coach for the other side. Law­ 
son was a star end on the 1924 
Stanford team that played the 
Wonder Team to a 20-20 dead­ 
lock in what most observers 
consider to be the greatest Big 
Game ever. Lawson and the 
great Ernie Nevers made the 
all-American squad that year 
to become Stanford's first play­ 
ers so honored. 
Lawson served as an end 
coach on the Farm from 1932- 
41 and was appointed head 
coach for the 1942 season to 
succeed 
Clark 
Shaughnessy. 
However, he was called into 
the Navy in July of 1942 before 
he could 
assume the 
head 
coaching job. 
An oddity of the Big Game 
series is the fact that both 
Cal and Stanford have had 
more success on the enemy’s 
field. Last year’s Indian vic­ 
tory not oniy broke an eight- 
year drought for the Red and 
White, but also marked the 
first Stanford victory on the 
Farm since 1935. In fact, 
Stanford has only won six 
games while losing nine and 
tying one in Big Game com­ 
petition at home since the 
opening of Stanford Stadium 
in 1921. 
On the other hand. Cal has 
not fared much better in its 
home stomping grounds, sport­ 
ing a 6-6-4 record since Me 
Pappy’s record of six wins, morial stadium was opened in

1923. Three of Stanford’s last 
four victories have come at 
Berkeley, in 1940, 1942, and 
1946. However, the Bears have 
changed the trend lately, as 
the Indians will be shooting 
for their first victory in ten 
years in Memorial Stadium. 
California’s biggest margin 
of victory came in 1921 in the 
first Big Game held in Stanford 
stadium. Andy Smith’s original 
Wonder Team rode over Stan­ 
ford to the tune of 42-7. Follow­ 
ing out the jinx against the 
home team, Stanford’s most 
decisive victory came in the 
1930 game at Cal when the In­ 
dians prevailed 41-0. 
California’s 19-0 loss to Stan­ 
ford in the 1955 Big Game was 
the first time that the Indians 
have shut out the Bears in 20 
years. 
The last shutout was 
Stanford’s 13-0 win in 1935.

Everyone But Harvey Knox 
Hinted As Waldorf Successor 


BERKELEY (IF—Nobody was 
mentioning Harvey Knox as 
successor for Lynn Pappy Wal­ 
dorf as football coach at the 
University of California, but 
the controversial gridiron fa­ 
ther was about the only person 
not being suggested. 


Knox had some harsh words 
to say about Waldorf two years 
ago when he yanked his step­ 
son Ronnie, out of Cal and en­ 
rolled him at UCLA, but he ap­ 
parently has not applied to the 
university for Waldorf’s job.

ernment. 
Dissatisfied Conservatives in 
Parliament appeared to have 
abandoned—for the time be­ 
ing, at least—any thought of 
a serious revolt against Eden’s 
handling of the Suez Canal 
crisis. 
SEEMS SECURE 
It was conceded generally 
that nothing short of such a 
revolt, or a really crippling ill­ 
ness, could force Eden to throw 
in his hand. 
The apparent restoration of 
party unity was achieved on 
the eve of Eden’s departure 
tonight for a rest in Jamacia. 
It came at a meeting of the 
“ 1922 Committee,” an organi­ 
zation of all Conservative mem­ 
bers of the House of Commons 
who hold no office in the gov­ 
ernment. 
RALLY PARTY 
Reports leaking out of the 
conference agreed that R. A. 
Butler, Eden’s deputy and po­ 
litical heir apparent, and Chan­ 
cellor of the Exchequer Harold

Dissidents who had criticized

Mill Valley Approves 


Garden Apartments 


SUPERVISORS ROUNDUP 
Board To Review 


Sign Ordinance 


Informal approval of a 67- 
acre garden apartment subdi­ 
vision was indicated Wednes­ 
day night by the Mill Valley 
City Council. 
The subdivision, to be known 
as Garden Hill, is located on 
both sides of Camino Alto (old 
county road) north of E a s t 
Blithedale avenue. 
If it successfully meets city 
requirements, it will mean re­ 
vision of the z o n i n g m a p 
which sets aside the area for 
one-acre single family dwell­ 
ings. 


Principals in the Garden Hill 
development are Martin Wun­ 
derlich and Andres Oddstad, 
developers. Assisting them are 
planner James M. Campbell, 
architects Aitken and Collin 
and engineer Daniel Coleman. 
In requesting multiple zon­ 
ing, the builders asked that the 
city agree to a set of controls 
for the 
entire development. 
Campbell, a top Bay Area plan­ 
ner, suggested these controls 
include the requirement that 
each eight apartment units be 
placed on one acre of ground, 
that there be height limitations 
to the buildings, that landscap­ 
ing be required and that the 
c i t y 
approve 
architectural 
plans. 
The apartments would be 


constructed in clusters, with a 
neighborhood playground s e t 
aside in each group. In eight 
apartment units would be four 
apartments with two bedrooms 
each, two units with three bed­ 
rooms and a pair of studio 
units. 
The area in question is the 
target of a Mill Valley annexa­ 
tion petition, which City Atty. 
Thomas C. Nelson said could 
be

about 
next 
March. 
The 
Wunderlich 
interests 
will draw up the suggested con­ 
trols and present them to the 
city council, probably at the 
Dec. 5 meeting.

Tired of the same 
old toys in your bath water? 
The toy makers have thought 
up some wondrous nautical 
variations your children can 
use to keep you—or them— 
company in the tub. 
There 
are 
plastic 
pirate 
ihips, complete with pirates 
and jolly roger; submarines 
that fire (ouch) real torpedoes; 
an 18-inch power-dnven cruis­ 
er; a substantial red and black 
fireboat 
that 
shoots 
real 
streams of water. 


Perhaps you thought you saw 
the last word in dolls LAST 
year. But this year’s dolls not 
only drink, wet, cry real tears, 
go to sleep, have washable hair 
—they 
also 
blow 
bubbles. 
There are several varieties, 
some of them complete with 
trunks, wardrobe and crib. 
An innovation, too, are the 
18-inch dolls with grown-up fig­ 
ures, bendable waists, high 
heeled shoes, polished nails 
and jewelry. They’re $17.95, 
and beautiful. 
To go with your dolls—any 
variety—you can buy, in addi­ 
tion to multitudinous changes 
of ordinary clothing, jeans, 
spectacles, curlers, roller- 
skates, wigs, hats and purses. 
Costume and picture book 
dolls 
abound 
on 
the 
toy 
shelves. You can buy anything 
from a Negro baby to a nun; 
a bride and a retinue of brides­ 
maids. 


Doll furniture? You can get 
matching suites this year in 
imitation maple, including pen, 
crib, cradle, wardrobe closet, 
baby-tenda, high chair, drop- 
leaf tables and bunk beds 
(comes with ladder). 


The children’s book depart­ 
ment is a parent’s joy. In color­ 
fully 
illustrated, 
hard-cover 
volumes one can purchase a 
wealth of educational material 
for the child who can read or 
the one who prefers to look. 
Individual books explore the 
worlds of animals, birds and 
marine life, the stars, the Bible, 
U.S. presidents, planes, boats, 
locomotives and the Wild West. 
Many of the old classics have 
been brought out under Dis­ 
ney’s aegis or by Golden Books 
—Heidi is a new one to add to 
Cinderella and Snow White. • 


For the cowboy in your life 
you can spend up to $10 on a 
two-gun holster set. But for 
that price you get the maxi­ 
mum in studs and fringe, com­ 
plete with pearl handled shoot­ 
ing irons. You can get similar 
sets—real beauties—for con­ 
siderably less. 
If he’s already got the guns, 
fret not. There are plenty of 
other items to buy—authentic 
cowboy gloves, leather cuffs, 
thong and kerchief ties, rid­ 
ing hats in felt and straw, 
boots, chaps, spurs and shirts. 
Oh, to be young enough again.

best seller. And toy vendors 
this year are counting on the 
saleability of their new suburb­ 
an pumper fire truck, a marvel 
of authenticity with suction 
hoses, reel hose, and a hydrant 
that attaches the truck’s hoses 
to the garden hose in your own 
back yard. It sounds wet but 
fun. The works goes for $8.98. 
Other new items in the toy 
truck world are a utility gar­ 
bage truck with an ingenious 
load-and-dump system, and a 
cement mixer that takes sand 
and swishes it around in the 
mixer that revolves as the 
truck moves. 
For capitalist parents, there’s 
a $20 highway construction set 
with four pieces of equipment 
(includes hydraulic dump truck 
and road scraper) and numer­ 
ous traffic signs and barriers. 
Every item so authentic you’d 
think you were in a burgeon­ 
ing Marin subdivision. 
A battery driven, remote- 
control dump truck has been 
added to the model cars and 
Brink’s bank trucks, that were 
formerly marketed in the re- 
mote-control field. You can 
make it dump without stirring 
from the back steps. 


The do-it-yourself craze has 
pervaded the children’s realm. 
Now you can buy assembly 
kits of every description—in­ 
cluding a transistor radio and 
broadcast system. 
Other kits furnish all the 
parts for a Continental Mark 
II (want one?), an F100 Super 
Saber, a Sherman M4 tank, Old 
Ironsides, a showboat, aircraft 
carrier or sailing vessel. They 
require patience and a steady 
hand, but the products are real 
beauties—worthy of a young­ 
ster’s trophy shelf. 


Perhaps your child is feeling 
left out of the wars and revolu­ 
tions that have occupied the 
world’s headlines during the 
past month. There’s no need. 
There’s hardly a weapon of 
modern warfare that isn’t mar­ 
velously reproduced for the 
war-minded child. 
How about an electric burp 
gun? An air-cooled machine 
gun? Or a two-foot long cannon 
that raises, lowers and shoots 
by button control. When the 
manufacturer said the cannon 
shoots, he means it. The rub­ 
ber-tipped 
missile 
traveled 
from one end of the toy store 
to the other—and it was a big 
toy store, too. 
Of course, you can buy whole 
armies in metal and plastic. 
And transport airplanes that 
unload tanks and lorries. 
And Red Cross trucks and 
equipment to clean up the 
slaughter when the kids are 
through. 


Not all is in the destructive 
medium. There are some won­ 
derfully educational toys on 
the market, particularly for 
the small child. In addition to 
the staples—fit-together blocks 
and nested objects of varied 
shapes—there is a new Play 
skool put-together truck of 
brightly colored parts. All the 
toys in the young child depart 
ment are carefully marked for 
age-sultability and are made 
with blunted corners and safe 
ty paints. 


This Christmas should be fun 
for the kids—and more fun 
than ever for the parents.

Want To Know 


Who Designs 
Toys? The Kids 


Who designs toys? Why, the 
kids, of course. 
Walk into the plush office of 
a modern toy manufacturing 
executive, ask him where he 
gets his ideas for new toys 
and the answer will almost al­ 
ways be—from children. 
It isn’t as simple as it looks, 
though. The ideas he finally 
builds into a successful indus­ 
try seldom come directly from 
the kids themselves. They come 
through as many channels as 
there are involved in funnel- 
ing the toys from production 
line to play room. 
Seldom does a day pass that 
a toy manufacturer doesn’t re­ 
ceive a letter from a parent— 
or a child—asking, “ Why don’t 
you make a waterproof widget 
to go with your gizmobob?” 
Perhaps they’ve seen a real 
“widget” in action, and would 
like a toy version of it. 
Quite often a toy maker sees 
an idea possibility himself and 
exploits it successfully. Fred 
and Charlie Doepke, Ohio toy 
manufacturers did just that 
that when they decided to 
manufacture 
“do-it-yourself” 
sports car kits for children. 
The do-it-yourself craze had 
been sweeping the country 
when the thought occurred to 
them that the youngsters prob­ 
ably wanted “in” on it too. 
The European sports car was 
becoming 
commonplace 
o n 
American streets and everyone 
was sports car conscious. 
The Doepke brothers put two 
and two together; introduced 
sports car kits modeled after 
the British MG and Jaguar 
autos. It takes a skilled child 
to build these kits, but the kids 
love the challenge—and the 
sleek-finished product. 
Last year their firm hit the 
jack-pot with a small, back­ 
yard railroad which the small 
fry could crank around the 
track themselves. The idea 
came about this way: 
“ We were out at a Cincinnati 
amusement park one Sunday,” 
Charlie Doepke relates, “and 
our little girl had been riding 
on their model railroad. My 
wife and I had an awful time 
getting her away from it, but 
finally we started for home. 
“As 
I 
drove 
along, 
the 
thought occurred to me that if 
someone could manufacture a 
small railroad like that for a

reasonable price, every family 
could have one in its own back­ 
yard. 


“Next day Fred and I talked 
about it and decided to try. 
The toy was, as we had guess­ 
ed, an instantaneous success.” 
For 1956, the Doepke broth­ 
ers have brought out addition­ 
al equipment for their “Yard- 
bird” railroad, including a mo­ 
tor driven locomotive priced at 
over $200. In addition there are 
switches and crossovers, road 
signs and pint-sized railroad 
stations. 
Toy designers have taken to 
heart the space hunger that af­ 
flicts the average home. This 
Christmas, Santa’s pack will 
carry a record number of new 
toys and junior furniture de­ 
signed for multi-purpose use. 
Among 
the 
Toy 
Guidance 
Council Prestige toy selections, 
toy packaging, too, is fre­ 
quently designed to have dou­ 
ble usefulness as permanent 
storage units to help keep toys 
in order. 
Triple Play, a new concept of 
the doll stroller by Playtime 
Products, provides three com­ 
plete changes of activity for 
the doll family in one compact 
unit. The lift-out seat quickly 
converts into a doll swing or a 
doll car seat. There’s a de­ 
tachable shopping bag and 
canopy too. 
Another triple play value 
slanted to young artists is Stix 


o’ Paint, by Milton Bradley 
which combines the medium of 
finger painting with water col 
oring and crayon art, all in one 
compact stick. Used dry, it’s a 
crayon; dipped in water, it’s 
water color, and rubbed on 
wet paper, the versatile stick 
produces brilliantly hued fin­ 
ger paint. 


Multi-purpose game boards 
are in vogue, too. A favorite 
double duty version is the San 
Loo combination of Chinese 
checkers and checker board 
which includes a locking de­ 
vice to keep the easy-to-lose 
marbles safe when not in use. 


New in the convertible class 
is a bicycle by A. M. F., which 
becomes either a boy’s model 
or a girl’s model by quick ma­ 
nipulation of a snap-down cross 
bar that requires no tools.

More toy electric trains will 
be highballing along living 
room railroad pikes this Christ­ 
mas than ever before.

Sound 
silly? Then visit any toy store 
and see. 
Judging from the throngs 
of fathers elbowing their way 
for a closer look at the mighty 
midgets highballing around a 
toy counter layout, Junior is 
going to come out second best 
in the engineering department. 
The strange fascination that 
toy elecrtic trains have for 
boys of all ages the world over 
never seems to diminish. And 
the companies that make them 
always manage to come up 
with 
something newer and 
even more enticing -than the 
year before. 
This year the Lionel Corpo­ 
ration, 
world’s 
largest 
toy 
train 
manufacturer, 
has 
a 
brand-new world 
of 
model 
railroads. 
Freight cars are scale dimen­ 
sioned and have* more color 
and detail. The overall line has 
more play value in that most 
items are operated by remote 
control with each performing 
some railroading function.

Fireplace For Santa 


CHRISTMAS DECOR can be as sturdy and traditional as the 
holiday itself. Here’s one idea: a fireplace facing and mantel 
of solid construction that can be stored easily from year to year. 
There’s room here to hang the stockings, plug in Christmas 
lights, hold ornaments, cards and give the room a warm center 
of attraction. Ideal for homes without real fireplaces. 


Christmas just isn’t Christ­ 
mas without a fireplace and 
mantel. 
Besides the warmth and good 
fellowship it creates, a fire­ 
place is the focal point for 
Christmas 
decorations — the 
traditional spot where old St. 
Nick finds those stockings to 
fill. 
But what about apartments 
and homes with no fireplace, 
or those with fireplaces having 
no mantel? The answer—and 
it isn’t as hard as it sounds—is 
to build your own. 
Most of us are not proficient 
enough to build a real fire­ 
place, of course. But anyone 
with a knowledge of wood­ 
working can construct a sturdy, 
attractive fireplace facing of 
wood which will add greatly to 
the atmosphere of the hearth 
at Christmastime. 
The warmth and charm of 
knotty western pine make it a 
perfect choice for the material. 
Either ponderosa pine, Idaho 
white pine, or sugar pine is 
available at local lumber yards 
in square-cut boards for the 


framework 
and 
tongue-and 
groove lumber for a sturdy 
facing. 
The unit can be constructed 
so that the depth is only about 
four inches. The cut-out for 
the fireplace is beveled inward­ 
ly to frame in a real fireplace 
or to form an artificial fire­ 
place. In this case the back of 
the opening is covered with 
boards and papered with an 
imitation brick wallpaper. An 
electrical outlet can be counter­ 
sunk in the mantel and an out­ 
let for connecting it to a wall 
socket can be installed at the 
bottom of one side. Use can 
then be made of electrical dec­ 
orations on the mantel, in addi­ 
tion 
to 
stockings, 
hanging 
Christmas cards, and all the 
other festive decorations to 
which a mantel lends itself. 
The 
possible finishes 
are 
many. Lacquer or varnish for

Cards for youngsters include 
one that holds a supply of deco­ 
rated note paper, one that be­ 
comes a periscope, one that un­ 
folds into a North Pole toy fac­ 
tory and magic trick ones.

Will Soon Transform Marin Landscape 


By ROSS ASHLEY 
As it is with gifts, so is it 
with Christmas decorations— 
it isn’t how elaborate they are 
but the spirit behind them that 
matters. 
The Marin scene will shortly 
be transformed as holiday dec­ 
orations, ranging from the ex­ 
tremely elaborate to the very 
simple, make their appearance, 
and each decorated tree, or 
home, or shop window, or en­ 
tire business district will add 
its large paragraph to the mess­ 
age that the Spirit of Christ­ 
mas is again upon the land. 
For the family, the most im­ 
portant decorating project, of 
course, is that which involves 
that family’s Christmas tree. 
Even more than the presents 
that Santa brings, the tree- 
decorating 
ceremony is the 


part of Christmas which usu­ 
ally is etched in childish mem­ 
ories to be lovingly re-read 
during every Christmas season 
to come. 
Decorated homes, too, add 
much to the beauty of the holi­ 
day scene, especially in Marin 
where the many hilly, wooded 
areas lend themselves to dis­ 
tinctive decoration more than 
does the average residential 
community. 
Various organizations spon­ 
sor Christmas decoration con­ 
tests in residential areas of the 
county, and for several years, 
the Independent-Journal and 
the Marin Junior Chamber of 
Commerce have sponsored a 
countywide contest. The satis­ 
faction of winning a prize in 
one of these competitions, how­ 
ever, is relatively small as 


compared to the satisfaction of 
producing—usually as a fam­ 
ily 
unit 
with 
all 
members 
eagerly lending their aid—a 
decorative 
s c h e m e 
which 
brings Christmas to the family 
doorstep. 
Decorations vary from simple 
stringing of colored lights to 
setting up elaborate rooftop 
and yard scenes; vary also in

expressions of the individuality 
of the home occupants 'and 
with the topography of the 
setting, but variation extends 
only to the mechanics of the 
decoration. There is no varia­ 
tion in the season’s spirit which 
each decoration reflects, and 
none in the enjoyment which 
each provides to those who- 
pass by. 
More elaborate than most of 
the home decorations are some 
of the displays created by many 
stores and those set up by 
whole communities. Enjoyment 
of these displays is an integral 
part of the otherwise often 
wearying process of “Christ­ 
mas shopping.” 
Several Marin communities 
traditionally follow a particular 
theme in Christmas decoration. 
Most spectacular and probably 


best known is Corte Madera's 
“largest Christmas tree in the 
world.” 
The Corte Madera “tree” is 
actually 
a 
hillside 
looming 
above the town’s business dis­ 
trict, on which the lights of 
homes form a 900-foot-high tri­ 
angle. Since 1931, the commu­ 
nity places colored lights in 
strategically located s t r e e t 
lights on the hillside as Christ­ 
mas 
approaches, 
and 
night 
finds downtown Corte Madera 
nestled at the base of a 900-foot 
Christmas tree. 
The tree, visible from points 
as far away as the East Bay, 
got its “biggest Christmas tree 
in the world” appellation in 
“Believe It or Not” by the late 
Robert Ripley. 
Mill Valley, with a giant tree 


growing at the edge of its 
downtown Lytton Square, tra­ 
ditionally decorates it -as the 
city’s Christmas tree, and last 
year added a unique touch, 
placing a five-foot metal star 
atop the tree by helicopter. 
This spectacular bit of tree- 
trimming, 
a c c o m p l i s h e d 
through the joint efforts of the 
Mill Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Bob Robertson, tree sur­ 
geon A1 Canet and the Rick 
Helicopter Co. of San Francis­ 
co, not only topped off the 
tree decorations but also top­ 
ped just about everything that 
has so far been thought up in 
the line of unusual decorating 
ideas. 
Sausalito is another commu­ 
nity which traditionally dec- 
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orates a downtown area. Sau- 
salito’s 
decorations 
c e n t e r 
around the fountain in the city 
park on Bridgeway, which last 
year became a fountain of arti­ 
ficial snow for the holidays. 
And so it goes throughout 


Marin, with each community 
annually 
putting 
a 
modest 
amount of money, and a tre­ 
mendous amount of planning 
and 
work, 
Into 
decorations 
which are the town’s way of 
saying “Merry Christmas.”

Puddings Bring Back Smell, 


Tradition Of Ancient Yule 


Christmas pudding is a de­ 
lightful tradition of the holi­ 
day season. Its spicy aroma 
seems to conjure up the very 
spirit of the Christmas story. 
There are many bibical refer­ 
ences to spices, their value and 
use. Some authorities believe 
that spices were among the 
gifts of the Magi to the Christ 
Child. They reason that since 
spice was as valuable as gold 
it would logically have been 
included in the treasures that 
the Wise Men brought. 
Cinnamon, an important in­ 
gredient in Christmas pudding, 
is one of the oldest spices. It 
was brought overland from the 
Orient to Middle Eastern lands 
by camel train. It was into one 
of these slow-moving spice 
caravans from the East that 
Joseph was sold by his jealous 
brothers, centuries b e f o r e 
Christ. 
Allspice, the other spice .n 
this Christmas pudding, is a 
native of the Western Hemis­ 
phere. The Island of Jamaica 
in the British West Indies pro­ 
duces most of it. Contrary to 
popular 
misconception, 
all­ 
spice is not a mixture of sev­ 
eral spices but a berry which 
when dried has a flavor which 
resembles a blend of cinna­ 


mon, nutmeg and cloves. 


CHRISTMAS PUDDING 
Sift together 2 cups sifted 
all-purpose flour, Vz cup sugar, 
1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
soda, 
2 
teaspoons 
ground 
cinnamon, 
an d 
IV4 
tea­ 
spoons ground allspice. Add 2 
beaten eggs, 
Vz 
cup mild- 
flavored molasses and Va cup 
melted shortening. Mix well. 
Combine 2 cups chopped dried 
apricots, 2 cups chopped seed­ 
less raisins Vz cup chopped 
blanched almonds and Vz cup 
chopped citron. Mix well and 
stir a small amount into the 
batter at a time so as to coat 
the fruit well. Blend in V \ cup 
orange juice. Pour into a 
greased, lightly floured 2-quart 
mold, filling it about % full. 
Cover with a greased, tight- 
fitting lid or with aluminum 
foil held tightly in place with 
a rubber band. Place on a rack 
in a deep kettle. Pour in 
enough hot water to cover the 
bottom half of the mold. Cover. 
Steam 3 hours. Begin counting 
the cooking time after the boil­ 
ing point of the water is reach­ 
ed. Serve hot with spiced hard 
sauce. YIELD: 12 servings. 
SPICED HARD SAUCE 
Soften Vz cup butter or mar­ 
garine. Gradually blend in 2Vz

that you give for Christmas 
says not only that you care 
enough to give the best holi­ 
day eating treats but that you 
put into the giving your time 
and creative cooking skill. 
One way of keeping all the 
spicy flavor and aroma fresh is 
to bake th» cake in a tin con­ 
tainer. This will keep the cake 
for months at home and make 
it possible for it to be sent 
practically anywhere in the 
world without losing a bit of 
its goodness. 
Prettiest and most practical 
container is the holly-red tin 
which comes in any size from 
the eighth-pound, which makes 
an attractive gift for a child, 
to the five-pounder for that 
boy in the service. Several one 
to three-pound cakes are a good 
idea for friends and relatives 
overseas—so that cakes can 
be passed along as special gifts 
as well as being served. More 
unusual tins include slim rec­ 
tangles for loaf slicing and the 
oval shaped ones in which im­ 
ported candies and cookies 
are frequently packaged. 
HOLIDAY FRUIT CAKE 
Cream together 1& cups 
shortening, 1 cup sugar, 1 Vz 
teaspoons salt, 1 teaspoon soda, 
1 teaspoon ground nutmeg, 1 
teaspoon ground cinnamon and 
1 teaspoon ground ginger. Add 
Va cup light, mild-flavored mo­ 
lasses and mix well. Stir in 1 
cup sifted all-purpose flour. 
Beat in 5 unbeaten eggs, one 
at a time. Gradually blend in 
3 cups sifted flour. Mix togeth­ 
er 6 cups (3 lbs. mixed diced 
glazed fruits, Va cup chopped 
pecans and Va cup thinly sliced 
blanched almonds.

are to be sent in tins, line them 
with brown paper. Grease con­ 
tainer. Bake in a pre-heated 
300 degrees F. oven for 3 hours 
or until done. Keep a large 
shallow pan of hot water on 
rack underneath cakes while 
they are baking. 
Cool cakes in pans for 30 
minutes. Turn out on a wire 
rack to finish cooling. Store, or 
mail, in tightly closed contain­ 
er. For the gifts, wrap cakes in 
cellophane paper, tie with rib­ 
bon before replacing in tins. 
This makes 7 pounds of fruit 
cake or three 7 x 2 Vz inch 
cakes, two 8 x 3 inch cakes 
or one 10 x 4 inch cake. 


Contrary to the popular be­ 
lief, kids love to get clothes 
for Christmas. Not underwear, 
to be sure, but outer clothes, 
all wrapped up and brand new, 
suit them just fine. 
Many children get a new 
pair of mittens or mitten and 
muffler sets each Christmas 
and still greet the new set with 
joy.

Knitted shirts made of fab­ 
rics such as orlon come in ap­ 
pealing colors and are easy to 
wash. Full Fashioned makes 
sorie. 
Clothes to go with Mommy’s 
or Daddy’s are big fun for the 
kids. Apron sets for a little 


girl and her mother please 
both. 
Some 
department 
stores 
have mother-and-daughter de­ 
partments. Wool sweaters for 
daughter-mother or daddy-son 
combinations are also avail­ 
able, since many sweater size 
ranges go up and down with 
equal 
ease. Robert 
Bruce 
makes a pair: dad’s is gray 
with red, black and white de­ 
signs: son’s is gray with rust, 
beige and white. 
Jackets suit little boys, since 
they aren’t as formal as over­ 
coats and they’re “what every­ 
one’s wearing.” One, in red 
nylon taffeta with white nylon 
rib knitting at cuffs, has a 
quilted lining and an emblem 
to match.

IT'S CHEAPER 
Ornaments Can Be 
Made Of Food, Fabric 


In the best old-fashioned 
Yuletide tradition, it’s fun and 
inexpensive to make tree deco­ 
rations at home. A sparkling 
and safe Christmas tree to de­ 
light tradition-minded grown­ 
ups and participation-minded 
youngsters can be trimmed 
with ornaments made at home 
on the sewing machine. 
Fabric ornaments of felt and 
velvet, satin and silk designs 
cut in Christmas shapes have 
been designed by the Pfaff 
Sewing Institute. 
They suggest bell, star, corn­ 
ucopia stocking or pine-tree 
shapes. They can be cut from 
fabric scraps that have been 
saved, or special, Christmasy 
fabrics can be bought. 
Most of the above shapes can 
be cut around cookie cutters 
serving as patterns. 
In addition, angels, candles, 
reindeer, 
candy 
canes 
and 
wreathes can be cut from free­ 
hand patterns or around pic­ 
tures cut out of the paper. Tal­ 
ent counts for very little, imag­ 
ination in selection of fabric 
and decorations counts for 
much. 
Some of the shapes, includ­ 
ing the stocking and cornuco­ 
pia, should be cut double so 
they can actually hold cello­ 
phane-wrapped candy or doll­ 
sized gifts. After all are cut, 
the box of trimmings should be 
hauled out. Embroidery, se­ 
quin fancies, sparkling glitter, 
metallic thread and braid and 
the strings of miniature Christ- 
mus balls make gala trims. 


Locomotive Plays 
A Tinkling Tune 


Santa is modernizing one of 
the traditional gifts of the 
Yuletide. A music box which 
plays “On the Atchison, To­ 
peka, and the Santa Fe” comes 
in, the form of a diesel loco­ 
motive set on a base. It is 
available from B. C. Moses in 
Houston, Tex.

The designers point out that 
the Pfaff machine does zigzag 
stitches which attaches the 
decoration easily and deco­ 
rates at the same time.

A loop may be 
stitched on from which to hang 
the ball. 
This kind of decoration, if 
covered with sufficient metallic 
thread and glitter, will delight 
a baby, if hung low on the tree, 
and there is no danger of 
breakage. 
To achieve a variety of ef­ 
fects, some ornaments may be 
pinked around the edges. Also, 
^4-inch-wide strips of felt or 
ribbon, 
decorated, 
may 
be 
strung round and round the 
tree. 
The most inquisitive child 
can’t harm fabric ornaments. 
And they pack away easily for 
next year’s tree.

A little imagination, a few 
simple kitchen utensils for 
molds, and some Gulfwax par­ 
affin starts you on a project 
that’s easy to do and inexpen­ 
sive. 
Candlesticks for wicks, chil­ 
dren’s crayon shavings for col­ 
or and trimming material rang­ 
ing from gold or silver “glitter” 
to sequins, buttons or beads, 
rounds out the list. You can 
easiW pick up additional deco­ 
rating ideas in a trip to the 
local five-and-ten-cent store. 
Begin by melting the wax in 
the top of your double boiler. 
Next, pour it into a mold 
greased with vegetable shorten­ 
ing. Chill it until firm and tap 
gently to slide the candle out. 
Dessert molds, milk or cream 
cartons, tin cans, plastic con­ 
tainers or muffin tins are a 
few of the everyday items 
around the house that can be 
used to make a variety of 
shapes. If you decide to use 
a cardboard container, wrap 
several turns of string around 
it for extra strength. 
Even without using a mold, 
you can make an attractive 
block candle by joining bars of 
paraffin together with small 
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CHEERY holiday settinf: fes­ 
tive candle you can make and 
decorate yourself. 


amounts of melted wax. Deco­ 
rated and surrounded by holi­ 
day scenery, it will make a 
handsome centerpiece. 
Wicks can be made from 
pared-down candle stubs or 
picked up at a local hobby shop. 
If you want to make your own, 
soak heavy string in a borax- 
and-salt 
solution 
overnight, 
then dip in melted wax to stiff­ 
en. The solution causes the 
wick to burn more slowly. 
When you are ready to insert 
the wick, use a heated ice pick 
to make a hole for it in the 
candle, then seal it in place 
with a drop or two of melted 
wax.

Or A Shambles 


Carving the turkey can be a 
grand drama or it can be an 
awful shambles. Here are tips 
for doing it correctly.

All truss­ 
ing equipment, including skew­ 
ers and cord, should be re­ 
moved. The man nominated 
should use a very sharp, thin- 
bladed knife and a fork with a 
guard. He should plan to carve 
enough meat at one time to 
serve all the guests. 
Leg is removed first by cut­ 
ting through skin and then by 
cutting through joint. Meat on 
drumstick and thigh is carved 
on side plate.

; Secure from your local post 
office “Pamphlet No. 2” which 
will tell you how to go about 
wrapping and packaging par­ 
cels for mailing. While you’re 
at it, also pick up “Pamphlet 
No. 3,” which gives full de­ 
tails on domestic postal rates 
and fees. 
Stock up on stamps. Postal 
clerks will also give you—re­ 
peat, GIVE—free labels read­ 
ing "All for Local Delivery” 
and "All for Out of Town De­ 
livery” which you can affix to 
Christmas card bundles headed 
for local or out of town friends 
Invest (it need not be more 
than modestly) in heavy wrap­ 
ping paper, sturdy empty car­ 
tons, strong cord and craft 
paper adhesive tape. They’ll 
pay big dividents in safe de­ 
liveries 
of 
your 
Christmas gifts. 
W r a p 
packages 
securely 
(Pamphlet No. 2 shows you 
how) and address them cor­ 
rectly. 
- Mail early. All long-distance 
mailings should be in your 
post office before Dec. 10, 
while those for local delivery 
ihould be mailed by Dec. 15. 
If you follow those basic 
rules, you won’t be among the 
few who are embarrassed by 
late delivery. 
• Under a combination mail 
eervice recently introduced by 
the U. S. Post Office Depart­ 
ment, you can include Christ­ 
mas cards or letters inside the 
packages with your gifts. All 
-you have to do is add the re­ 
quired amount of first-class 
¿ a il postage to postage requir­ 
ed for the package itself. 
Remember, only Christmas 
cards carrying three cents (six 
cents for air mail) may in­ 
clude 
a 
personal 
message. 
^Nothing more than a signature 
is authorized on cards mailed 
c t the two-cent third-class rate. 
3 e sure your return address is 
on every Christmas card en­ 
velope. It’s socially correct and 
lielps 
both 
you 
and 
your 
Iriends keep your mailing lists 
up to date. 
* Though you can mail your 
Yule cards for just two cents, 
postal 
officials 
recommend 


first-class 
mailing, 
because 
they will be processed and de­ 
livered quicker; and they’ll al­ 
so be forwarded or returned, 
if that becomes necessary. 
If you are one of those un­ 
usual persons who’ll be send­ 
ing odd-sized envelopes, you’d 
better check to be sure that 
they’re large enough (or small 
enough) for post office ma­ 
chines 
to 
“cancel” 
readily. 
Envelopes smaller than 23/4 by 
4 inches or larger than 9 by 12 
inches require hand cancella­ 
tion and thus must carry first 
class postage. 
That’s about all you have to 
k n o w 
about 
mailing your 
Christmas cards. Now for those 
troublesome 
packages, 
f o r 
which you’ve probably been 
hoarding grocery cartons for 
weeks (or if you haven’t, wish 
you had). 
Sturdy packages are vital to 
the safety of mail deliveries. 
Postal workmen must process 
packages fast if everyone is 
to be served, and though care­ 
ful handling has become a post 
office science, your gift pack­ 
age can be injured if it’s not 
wrapped securely. 
Use corrugated mailing car­ 
tons, plenty of heavy brown 
wrapping paper, and be sure 
that every package is tied with 
a strong cord. Cartons contain- 
i n g 
several 
gift 
packages 


should be stuffed with old tis­ 
sue or old newspapers to cush­ 
ion the shocks. When you label 
your packages—with the full 
and correct information, of 
course—it’s a good idea to put 
an extra label INSIDE the 
package in case the outside 
wrapping becomes mutilated or 
lost. 
“Most people realize,” says 
San Rafael Postmaster Warren 
Williams, “that early arrival of. 
a Christmas card or gift is al­ 
ways welcomed. But there are 
still some who have the mis­ 
taken idea that a gift or card 
arriving on Christmas Eve has 
special significance. Actually, 
it is the thought behind the 
gift or card and not the time of 
arrival that is the important 
consideration. 
“Try to bring your parcels 
and Christmas cards to postal 
windows before 10 a. m. or 
between 1:30 and 3:30 p. m. 
to avoid peak hour rushes.” 
If all this advice goes over 
your head and you find you’re 
down to the last week and 
haven’t mailed your Christmas 
cards, use air mail stamps for 
out of town cards. And get 
’em to the post office in a hur­ 
ry because with the torrent of 
mail piling up during the last 
week before Christmas, even a 
few hours can cause critical 
delay and bitter disappoint­ 
ment to loved ones or friends. 


Boy Scout Knots Do 


Fine For Gift Wrapping 


Have you ever wished you 
could relive the joy and ex­ 
citement of last Christmas and 
the Christmases before? 
There’s an easy way to pre­ 
serve the happenings of this 
year’s holidays for future en­ 
joyment—catch them on film 
with a movie camera. Surveys 
have shown that three out of 
four American families would 
lil^e to keep a movie record of 
their children and hope some 
day to own a motion picture 
camera. 
So why not plan to put a 
movie camera in the place of 
honor under the Christmas tree 
this year? It’s a gift for Dad, 
for Mom, and for the whole 
family—a gift that will bring 
pleasure and satisfaction, at 
Christmas and for many years 
to come. 
John P. We1>er, Jr., director 
of technical services for Bell 
& Howell, leading makers of 
fine movie equipment, says 
movies in color are no more 
expensive nor more difficult 
to take than ordinary black and 
white snapshots. 
The Bell & Howell expert 
said precision cameras, in the 
popular 8mm size, can be had 
for as little as $39.95 and that 
color film for an average eight- 
second scene costs only 13 
cents, including the cost of 
processing* Snapshots in the 
popular 116 size come to about 
15 cents each, when the ex­ 
pense of printing and develop­ 
ing is added to the cost of the 
film. 
He pointed out that while 
there are many types and mod­ 
els of home movie cameras that 
provide the range of speeds 


and lenses required by ex­ 
perienced photographers, the 
simpler models have universal 
focus lenses and “sun-dial” 
settings that are less compli­ 
cated than a still camera. The 
user needs to do little more 
than “sight and shoot.” 
To take the final bit of guess­ 
work out of movie making, 
Bell & Howell’s latest camera 
has an “electric eye” that au­ 
tomatically sets the lens for 
the light available. Even the 
least experienced amateur can­ 
not help but get properly ex­ 
posed pictures every time, ev­ 
en under changing light con­ 
ditions.

allow at least half an inch over­ 
lap on the back and sides.” 
In my circle that runs into 
calculus. Something that left 
me wanting in credits in high­ 
er learning. 
From there, after allowing 
for overlap, the thing to do is 
to “center the design on the 
box, bring the paper around 
and secure on the back, paste 
and seal.” 
Simple as that. But try it! 
Then there is the separate 
“lip wrap.” All you have to do 
in this performance is to take 
an eight-year course and learn 
how to “cut the paper to a size 
that will fold over the ends and 
sides of lids. Bring the paper 


over the sides and secure (Fig. 
1). Fold the rest of the flaps 
up and over the ends of the 
lid.” 


T h i s operation winds up, 
simply by wrapping the bottom 
of the box the way you wrap­ 
ped the lid, if you ever got the 
lid wrapped. 


Trimming things with a rib­ 
bon is another interesting oc­ 
cupation if you like to trim 
things with ribbons. 
The wrap-around is my fa­ 
vorite. You just take a hunk of 
ribbon, wrap it around and 
make a Boy Scout knot—the 
simplest kind. 
But no, these fancy wrap­ 
pers have you doing things 
called a basket weave, not to 
mention the criss-cross, the 
double 
criss-cross, 
and 
the 
single hourglass. 
Also the double hourglass, 
the comer cross and the dou­ 
ble corner cross. 
I would hesitate to confuse 
my local chapter of Wrappers 
A n o n y m o u s by describing 
something that a right-think­ 
ing left-hander cannot fathom.

Turkey Is Still The Traditional 


Dish For Yuletime Dinner Table

TOYS THAT HAVE many nses will be used for many more hours 
of play time. This one is essentially a doll carriage (right) that 
becomes a doll-swing (center) or a car seat. A good idea for 
space-hungry homes. 


For most families, turkey 
dinner is the central portion 
of the Christmas day celebra­ 
tion. Some pick goose, others 
elect chicken or duck, but 
turkey remains the traditional 
dish. 
A homemaker planning for a 
turkey dinner should first de­ 
termine about how many per­ 
sons she expects for dinner. 
She should allow % to % lbs. 
of read-to-cook weight per per­ 
son, when buying bird over 12 
lbs. When buying a turkey un­ 
der 12 lbs., she should allow 
% to 1 lb. per serving. 
It may be a frozen turkey or 
she may have it drawn and 
cleaned to order. If frozen, it 
may be defrosted by being al­ 
lowed to stand on a shelf in 
the refrigerator for 2 to 4 days 
or by being put under cold run­ 
ning water, in its wrapping, 
for 2 to 6 hours. Prompt cook­ 
ing after defrosting is prefer­ 
able. 
If additional cleaning is nec­ 
essary, the pinfeathers should 
be removed with a strawberry 
huller or tweezers. Stubborn 
ones may be removed by plac­ 
ing bird in sink under a stream 
of cold water and scraping with 
the back of a knife. The cavity 
should be rinsed with cold 
water and dried. 
Turkey should be stuffed 
just before roasting. It should 
not be stuffed ahead of time, 
nor should it be stuffed and 
then frozen. 
About 1 cup of stuffing per 
ready-to-cook pound is right. 
Stuffing should not be packed 
tightly. 


After stuffing, bird should 
be trussed to bind legs and 
wings to the body. 
Correct 
roasting 
is 
slow 
cooking by dry heat on a rack 
in an open pan. It requires no 
water, no basting, no cover 
and no searing. Turkey should 
be roasted in one continuous 
cooking period. 
• 
Roasting is done at 325 de­ 
grees F. Most cookbooks tell 
how long per pound to cook 
turkey, but wise' cooks start 


roasting so that there’ll be 
an extra half hour before 
dinner is served. This way, 
there is no delay if roasting 
takes longer and there is time 
to arrange the bird on the 
plate. 
Turkey is done when the 
drumstick moves up and down 
readily or twists out of the 
joint. A roast meat thermome­ 
ter in the thick part of the 
meat should register 190-200 
degrees when the bird is done.

A Christmas tree is one of the most combustible 
objects known since it’s filled with natural pitch and 
resin. 
It’s lovely, but it should be treated with 
respect. 
To be certain your Christmas tree will be an asset 
instead of a menace, safety experts have compiled a 
checklist of rules that are easy to follow and won’t 
interfere with the attractiveness of the tree. 
1. Buy the tree as late as possible. The longer 
it remains in the house, the more likely it is to dry 
out and become a greater fire menace. 
2. Saw vertical grooves about the butt of the 
tree—diagonally, to allow the tree to absorb more 
water. Then set the base in water and keep the con­ 
tainer filled. 
3. Keep the tree away from radiators, heating 
vents and, of course, the fireplace. 
4. Avoid paper decorations because they are so 
inflammable. 
5. Have first aid handy in the event children 
touch a hot bulb, an overheated electrical gadget, or 
cut themselves on an ornament. 
Use petroleum 
jelly for minor burns. In the case of large or deep 
burns, call a doctor immediately. 
6. Beware of cotton and other imitations of snow 
which are inflammable. 
Well-whipped detergent 
suds have good lasting power as “snow” and are 
pleasant to the nose as well as the eye. 
7. Check the wires of your Christmas tree lights 
—exposed wire or a shorted socket could be the 
spark that lights the tree. Keep the new electric 
train away from the tree. Transformers might be left 
on by children and it is a nonstop flight from a smol­ 
dering gift package to a blazing tree. 
8. Dispose of gift-wrapping paper as soon as pos­ 
sible—away from the tree and into a sealed rubbish 
can.

mas candy canes—crisp and 
inviting when you bought them 
—either break or grow sticky 
during the holidays? 
Well, if you have, it will pay 
you to take heed, because the 
fault may very well be entirely 
YOUR own and HOT the can­ 
dies! 
First, let it be noted that 
Christmas candy canes are at 
best brittle and fragile and 
should be handled according­ 
ly. They usually are broken BE­ 
FORE they get home, so take 
care. 
Once at home, keep the 
canes in a cool, dry place un­ 
til ready to eat or for use as 
a decoration, advises candy- 
maker Fanny Farmer. 
If canes are left in an open 
candy dish at normal room 
temperature WITHOUT cello­ 
phane wrappings, they should 
be consumed within three or 
four days. If exposed for long­ 
er periods and not eaten they 
will tend to grow sticky and 
moist. If placed on a Christmas 
tree without wrappings they 
should be replaced with fresh 
ones, or at least by canes that 
are cellophane wrapped. 
When hanging candy canes 
on a Christmas tree (with or 


The welcome mat is general­ 
ly out in the holiday season.

Use Your New Food 


Freezer Efficiently 


Some women lose much of 
the convenience and some of 
the efficiency of a food freezer 
by failing to use it properly. 
Here is some advice on packag­ 
ing food for the freezer: 
1. Always choose cartons and 
wrappings that are moisture- 
proof and vapor-proof, easy to 
handle, seal and label. Mate­ 
rials should be flexible and 
strong enough 
to withstand 
handling at zero degrees. 
2. 
Wrap all 
food tightly. 
“Freezer-burn,” which appears 
as frost or grayish-white spots 
on frozen food, is caused by air 
pockets that are left between 
the product and the wrapping 
material. 
If 
containers 
are 
used, they should be filled to 
the recommended mark—us­ 
ually % inch from the top for 


solids, one inch from the top 
for liquids. 
3. 
For 
convenience 
each 
package should be labeled with 
the date of storage, kind of 
food 
and, 
when 
necessary, 
weight or quantity. 
4. Use only table-ripe vege­ 
tables or fruits that are at the 
peat of maturity. 
5. Fruit should be packaged 
in meal-size quantities, so there 
will be no left-overs. Defrosted 
frozen fruit loses its p a y a b ili­ 
ty 
if 
left 
standing 
several 
hours, and it should never be 
re-frozen. It is especially im­ 
portant for fruits to be pack­ 
aged in containers that are 
I leak-proof, firm, moisture- and 
vapor-proof. 
6. Fruits that are to be used 
primarily for pies, jellies or

preserves can be washed and 
frozen in dry packs without 
sugar or syrup. Fruits can also . 
be frozen in a dry sugar pack 
or in a syrup pack.

7. Meats should be wrapped 
immediately after cutting, to 
prevent loss of juice and fla-1 
vor. 
8. When sheet material or 
plastic bags are used in pack­ 
aging, use a box or pan as a 
form until the wrapped prod­ 
uct is frozen solid. When the 
form is removed it leaves a 
regular-shaped 
and 
easily- 
stored package. 
9. Keep small food packages 
in one large nylon bag. It 
makes them easier to find. 
10. Freeze foods in meal­ 
sized amounts to avoid de-frost- 
ing foods that cannot be re­ 
frozen.

What To Do 
When Power Off 
What happens to a freezer 
full of precious food when the 
electric power goes off? 
Cornell University specialists 
say there is little chance of 
frozen food thawing in the first

if the freezer is not opened. 
They 
do, 
however, 
advise 
checking the food after 24 
hours to make sure it is still 
frozen hard and has no sign of 
moisture. 
To prevent thawing during 
prolonged power failure, place 
dry ice in the center of each 
compartment.

Since studies have shown 
that it requires 8 percent more 
energy to stand than to sit, the 
wise home maker does as much 
of her work in a sitting posi­ 
tion as is possible.

Counter-top burners or sur­ 
face units not only improve the 
appearance of a kitchen but 
eliminate 
the 
hard-to-clean 
space which formerly occurred 
between the range and the 
counter. They also are readily 
adaptable in a cooking island or 
peninsula and counters sur­ 
rounding the burners or sur­ 
face units make splatter-guards 
unnecessary. 
Counter tops permit consid­ 
erable flexibility in the num­ 
ber, kind and placement of the 


burners or surface units. Grid­ 
dle, broiler and deep-well units 
are available. These can be ar­ 
ranged in any number of posi­ 
tions and controls can be placed 
at the front, back, side or on a 
neighboring wall.

1. The oven should be well 
insulated. Check the manufac- 
■ turer’s literature for this infor- 
'mation. 
2. All ovens should be install­ 


ed so that they can be easily 
serviced. 
Manufacturer’s 
in­ 
structions regarding space al­ 
lowances for air circulation 
around the oven should be ob­ 
served. 
3. Precautions should be tak­ 
en so that heat and moisture, 
escaping from the oven when 
the door is open, do not mar 
the surface above the oven. 
While 
the 
metal 
overhang 
above most oven doors helps to 
deflect the heat, use of stain­ 
less steel, copper, masonry, or 
ceramic tile above the oven is 
recommended. 
4. Floor area of the kitchen 
should be adequate to accom­ 
modate a separate oven with­ 
out sacrificing needed counter. 
This is an important precau­ 
tion because a separate oven 
and a counter-top cooking unit 
require more floor area than a 
range alone. The separate oven 
’takes up space which is other­ 
wise usable for counter. Care 
must be taken not to reduce 
minimum counter r e q u i r e ­ 
ments. 
5. Counter space must be 
provided adjacent to the oven.

MILL VALLEY 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Rapid Transit Hearings Big 
Step Toward Real Solution 


Two hearings held this week by Sen­ 
ator Jack McCarthy’s Interim Commit­ 
tee on Bay Area Rapid Transit have 
done much to clear the air of misunder­ 
standing and potential disagreement 
on the details of the proposed rapid 
transit legislation. 
The committee held meetings in both 
Oakland and San Francisco, a proceed- 
ure both effective and politic. And the 
two meetings brought out this one ma­ 
jor fact: 
There doesn’t seem to be any major 
difficulty in the proposed rapid transit 
legislation which can’t be worked out 
by compromise. 
Cities testified, counties testified, 
and individuals testified. Mostly minor 
changes were suggested. The interim 
committee members were pleased with 
the unanimity. 
Of course there were some rather 
vital problems, particularly from Ma­ 
rin’s point of view. There was consid­ 
erable concern felt over leaving Marin 
out of the first stage organization. Marin 
representatives expressed it, San Fran­ 
cisco representatives expressed it, and 
others added their misgivings. 
Main stumbling block seems to be the 
Golden Gate Bridge. And the question 
kept coming up again and again: Will 
the Golden Gate Bridge directors allow 
the span to be used for rapid transit? 
Of course there was no answer. The 
bridge directors have put off any fur­ 
ther consideration of the matter until 
the Division of £an Francisco Bay Toll 
Crossings reports on the proposed San 
Francisco-Tiburon Bridge. (They’d like 
to put transit on that if it is built.) The 
division can’t report to the solons until 
the legislature convenes. 
That means that the bridge directors 
won’t take the matter up, probably, un­ 
til after the legislation for the rapid 
transit district already has been formu­ 
lated. This wouldn’t be so bad in itself, 
because the legislation could be amend­ 
ed in Sacramento to include Marin coun­ 
ty in if the directors decided to allow 
use of the span for transit. 
But the directors also are considering

double decking the bridge, putting rapid 
transit on it, or building a parallel span. 
If they could double deck it, for in­ 
stance, they might double the auto traf­ 
fic the bridge would carry, but eliminate 
the space where transit would flow. 
The directors are asking their -engi­ 
neer how much it would cost to study 
these various possibilities both from en­ 
gineering and financial feasibility. This 
is no small order. It’s not something an 
engineer can whip out over night. Thus 
we are afraid that the 1957 session of 
the legislature will have completed its 
business and gone home before the 
bridge directors get around to making 
up their minds. 
This is a deplorable situation. Decis­ 
ion on inclusion or exclusion of Marin 
in the transit system should be made on 
the basis of need, not on the diligence 
and speed, or lack of it, of the bridge 
board. 
There were a couple of suggestions in 
this week’s hearings. One was that all 
nine counties be included in the transit 
district, but that only those to be imme­ 
diately served be subject to bonds and 
taxes. Another was that Marin be in­ 
cluded now and then left out of financial 
obligation if the bridge, for one reason 
or another, can’t carry transit. 
There was one other suggestion, from 
Napa County, which we hope the rapid 
transit commission will seriously con­ 
sider. That was, even if only four coun­ 
ties excluding Marin are included in the 
initial district^ that the other five coun­ 
ties which have worked on the transit 
district, be allowed a non-voting direct­ 
or on the governing board— “just to 
keep our finger in.” 
This would be small recompense to 
Marin for being excluded from the dis­ 
trict, but would be better than being 
cut out entirely. 
We hope that the rapid transit com­ 
mission will come up with a final legis­ 
lative draft that all the counties can 
unite behind. If we do, it will be a long 
step toward realization of rapid transit 
in the Bay Area.

Eisenhower Faces Formidable Task 


Of Legislative And Party Control 


President Eisenhower faces 
form idable tasks when his 
second consecutive Democrat- 
i c a 11 y controlled Congress 
convenes on Jan. 3. 
He m ust guide and propel 
an imposing legislative pro­ 
gram, including such contro­ 
versial m easures as federal as­ 
sistance to the schools and 
foreign 
aid, 
through 
the 
shoals of a shifting Congres­ 
sional coalition. 
He m ust take a far more 
active hand in m anaging the 
affairs of the Republican par­ 
ty and galvanize something 
near to the united support of 
his party if the Republicans 
are to have any good chance 
of holding their own, let alone 
winning Congress, two years 
hence. 


HE MUST ASSERT his lead­ 
ership decisively if he is to 
preserve his influence over 
his 
party—an 
influence in­ 
evitably 
w eakened 
by 
the 
two-term lim it—%nd avert a 
prem ature struggle over the 
1960 presidential nomination. 
All this m ust be done on 
top of the exacting demands 
of foreign crises. 
The president will undoubt­ 
edly make the federal aid to 
education bill the first order 
of business for the new Con­ 
gress— for two reasons. 


IT IS EXCRUCIATINGLY 
urgent. Every day that it is 
delayed 
means 
that 
more 
Am erican boys and girls are 
denied decent facilities for an 
education and that the nation 
is denied the strength of bet­ 
ter educated men and wom­ 
en, the life blood of our de­ 
mocracy. 
Both national parties are 
precisely pledged to support 
federal aid to education with^ 
safeguards 
against 
fed eral" 
control of education. Failure 
to pass this legislation would 
be 
a 
colossal 
fraud and a 
moral crim e by either party 
which failed to do its part. 
Second, it is vital to bring 
this bill forward early in the 
session 
to 
circum vent 
the 
power of a possible filibuster, 
since a filibuster can usually 
be decisive only when time is 
running out before adjourn­ 
m ent. 


A VERY REAL effort will 
be needed to resolve or, if 
necessary, 
compromise 
the 
differences between the Dem­ 
ocratic and Republican ver­ 
sions of the federal aid bill, 
both of which failed to pass 


last w inter largely because 
of these differences. 
In his campaign, Adlai Ste­ 
venson took a position nearer 
to the president’s than to the 
Democratic bill; namely, that 
federal aid shoyld be related 
to the need and resources of 
the recipient states— rather 
than m erely to population— 
and 
should 
rew ard 
states 
which within their resources 
are doing a good job. 
Conceivably the equivalent 
of the Powell am endm ent, 
which would withhold federal 
aid to the schools in states 
which are not in good faith 
carrying 
out 
the 
Suprem e 
Court de-segregation decision, 
can be avoided. But that hope 
by some may be m ore wishful 
than real. It seems to me it 
ought to be avoided because 
it is the very lack of adequate 
school 
facilities 
which 
in 
m any places retards de-seg­ 
regation. 


THERE SURELY is a m ore 
constructive 
approach. 
One 
such approach would be to 
put aside punishm ent, to en­ 
act the federal aid bill with­ 
out any discrim ination on the 
de-segregation issue because 
the schools are so critically 
needed 
nearly 
everywhere, 
and then to appropriate some 
additional aid as a rew ard to 
states which are m aking real 
headway in carrying forward 
the Suprem e Court ruling. 
It is not to be ruled out 
that Eisenhower will recom­ 
mend that Congress move to 
repeal the constitutional two- 
term limitation. He has al­ 
ready publicly expressed the 
convictions: 


THAT THE am endm ent is 
“unwise.” 
That the Am erican people 
ought always to have com­ 
plete freedom of choice as to 
whom 
they 
want 
to serve 
them in the W hite House. 
That there can be em er­ 
gency situations which would 
m ake it desirable to continue- 
a president for three term s. 
That under the present lim­ 
itation any two-term presi­ 
dent is handicapped in his 
political leadership by having 
it established on the day he 
goes in that he is on the way 
out. 
Eisenhower is him self un­ 
der this serious handicap and 
if he had not won so over­ 
whelmingly his effectiveness 
would 
be 
greatly 
u n d e r ­ 
m ined—and may still be.

Separate Oven Can Be Set 
At Most Convenient Height 


The main advantages of a 
separate oven is that you can 
have it installed at a height 
that means maximum comfort, 
safety 
and 
convenience 
to 
YOU. 
How do you f i n d exactly 
what that height is? 
Cornell University’s Depart­ 
ment of Economics of the 
Household undertook research 
to find the answer. They dis­ 
covered that the convenience 
of a separate oven depends up­ 
on how easily you can lift food 
in and out, turn broiling meat 
over, and inspect cooking food. 
After studies with 50 wo­ 
men, it was found that most 
could handle heavy loads such 
as a ham, a turkey or a large 
roast with least strain if the 
oven was at, or slightly below, 
their elbow height or “carry­ 
ing level.” 
The researchers noted, how­ 
ever, that when the oven is 
placed low enough for comfort 
in lifting and turning food 
over, you may not be able to 
stand erect directly in front of 
the oven and see all of its con­ 
tents. The Cornell researchers 
found two simple ways to avoid 
bending; either pull out the 
oven rack with the food on it, 
or just step back. 
In general, they concluded, it 
is better to place your oven so 
that you do not have tc lift too 
high, even though this means 
that you must adjust y o u r 
body position for inspecting. 
The most popular choice of 
the 50 women studied was an 
oven height putting the top 
surface of the opened oven 
door three inches below “el­ 
bow height.” 
If you want your oven in­ 
stalled at this height, here’s 
how to go about it; 
Determine your own “elbow 
height” (which naturally will 
be lower for a short person 
than a tall one). Wearing t.he 
type of shoes you ordinarily 
use in the kitchen, stand com­ 
fortably erect and bend your 
arms sc that the forearm is 
parallel to the floor. Now have 
someone measure the distance 
in inches between the floor 
and your elbow. 
From this “elbow height,” 
subtract three inches (the dis­ 
tance you want to allow be­ 
tween your forearm and the 


top of the open oven door.) 
Next subtract the distance 
between the top of the opened 
oven door and the lower sur­ 
face of the oven frame (Be­ 
cause ovens vary, you will have 
to make this measurement on 
the until you are purchasing.) 
The height you have left af­ 
ter these two subtractions is 
the height to which the receiv­ 
ing frame for your oven should 
be built.

You can do this by 
covering it completely with 
brick-patterned crepe paper. 
Use cellophane tape to hold the 
paper in place.

Andirons and other fire­ 
place equipment—if you have 
it on hand—will add a realistic 
touch. 
For the new washer let the 
whole family share in the fun 
of decorating. 
Cut two tree

Trim the new range with 
large versions of Christmas 
goodies, such as gingerbread 
figures, cookies and so forth. 
Cut them from brown construc­ 
tion paper and tape in place. 
Tie it all together with a 10- 
inch band of bright red flame­ 
proof crepe. Loop more crepe 
together for a bow on top. 
A cylinder-shaped hot-water 
heater can be made to look like 
a kingsize candy cane by spiral- 
ing Christmas red flameproof 
crepe streamers around it.

Hey Pop! This story is for 
you. 
Do you feel a vague uneasi­ 
ness every night, right after 
dinner and just when you settle 
down in an easy chair to read 
the paper?

You can tell her that these 
and a horde of other questions 
were answered by a study of 
hand versus automatic electric 
dishwashing methods known as 
the Ohio Study, made by the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Wooster, Ohio, and 
sponsored by leading dishwash­ 
er 
manufacturers 
who 
are 
members of the Household Sink 
Units Section of the National 
Electrical Manufacturers Assn. 
Most dramatic finding of 
the Ohio Study was that an 
automatic electric dishwasher 
cuts dishwashing time by about 


half — from about an hour and 
a quarter to an average of 35 
minutes a day. 
You might add that dishes 
washed in a dishwasher were 
found definitely to be more 
sanitary than those washed by 
hand, with a much lower bac­ 
teria count, indicating an im­ 
portant contribution to family 
health. This is because reconj- 
mended water temperatures 
for household dishwashers are 
hotter than the hands can stand 
in the dishpan.
